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If we went back 100 years to witness the birth of Lyndon State College, we'd be hard-pressed to 
find anything recognizable. 

Look for it where LSC now sits and you'll find T.N. Vail's estate but no school. Our alma mater 
took root in 1911 down the hill in rented rooms at Lyndon Institute - back then called Lyndon 
Literary and Biblical Institution. It wasn't housed in Li's handsome, red-brick main building - that 
wasn't built until 1922, to replace Thompson Hall, which was destroyed by fire. 



Don't look for a four-year college on your time voyage. Our school began as a one-year Teacher 
Training Course. Vermont opened a dozen such training courses around the state that year 
because the teaching institutions at Castleton and Johnson, called Normal Schools, could not 
keep up with demand for new educators. When the 12 new programs pumped out 138 graduates 
in 1912, the state superintendent of education called it "probably the most important event in the 
educational history of Vermont during the past one hundred years." 

Go back a century and you won't find dozens of professors teaching the first students. You'll find 
instead L. Eleanor Cloudman, who taught all of the classes. Cloudman lectured in the mornings 
and sent the girls - no males back then - to observe in surrounding schools in the afternoons. 
Initially, the training course replaced the senior year in high school; graduates received their high 
school diploma and a certificate allowing them to teach in Vermont. It would be the 1920s before 
a second year of training was added to the curriculum. 

Rita Bole and T.N. Vail are two people with LSC connections you would encounter if you went 
back in time to the 1910s. Vail was a long-time supporter of Lyndon Institute, and took over its 
management in 1912. Bole graduated from the Teacher Training Course in the middle of the 
decade; she would return as principal in the 1920s and later become the college's first president.

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Rita L. Bole wasn't just the first president of what we now know as Lyndon State College, she 
was also a product of it. 

Bole graduated from the one-year Teacher Training Course in 1916, just five years after it 
started educating future teachers in rooms at Lyndon Institute. She went to Middlebury College 
for a bachelor's degree and eventually returned to Lyndon, becoming principal in 1927. By that 
time, the school offered a two-year program, but student numbers were declining and enrollment 
looked bleak. 

Through a lot of hard work on the part of Bole and others, 47 new and returning students 
attended the school in the spring. 

Bole presided over many transitions, expanding to a three-year program in 1934 and offering 
four-year degrees in 1944. The 40s also saw the first male students. 

Lyndon Normal School became Lyndon Teachers College in 1947, with Bole as the first 
president. 

In 1951, with the school outgrowing its space at Lyndon Institute, Bole moved the college up the 
hill to the Vail Manor. She recalled the big day in an interview conducted in 1984 on a visit to 
LSC: 

"We moved on a Sunday. I thought that if I had a good truck man and gave him good enough 
orders, I could leave and go to church, so I put on my hat and my gloves and got ready to go to 
church and went to start the men off on the move. At church time I was still loading the truck. In 
the middle of the afternoon I was still there with my hat on." 

Bole looked to the future in her retirement announcement in 1955: 'The leadership at Lyndon is 
passing into other hands and very capable ones. It is my hope that Lyndon Teachers College 
students will sense their important part in pushing ahead to a better college, that Vermont as a 
whole will make an all-out effort to build Lyndon Teachers College into an institution that all New 
England will look to as a symbol of the best in higher education." 

Today, two buildings are named in honor of the first president: the Bole Gym which was built in 
1989, and the Rita Bole Complex, built in 2004. 

Rita L. Bole died on October 6, 1989.

Lyndon adds a fourth year to the curriculum to meet a teacher shortage in Vermont, and grants 
its first four-year degrees. 

The word "college" appears for the first time as Lyndon Normal School changes names to 
Lyndon Teachers College. 

And Lyndon goes off to war. 

The 1943 Verlyn yearbook lists 23 men in its Honor Roll of students serving in World War II. The 
Verlyn calls this the Victory Issue and reports: "because most of our boys are in the armed 
forces, the School has had to drop activities of the Men's Athletic Association." Next year's 
yearbook is also called a Victory Issue, and the Honor Roll contains 39 names - both men and 
women. The War Activities Board is the newest club on campus. Members sell War Bonds, roll 
bandages, collect scrap paper, and urge students to donate blood. 

After the war, male students return and things return to normal. Students launch a Press Club 
and publish a student newspaper called The Echo. They launch another paper called The Blue 
Sheet at the end of the decade. It appears weekly, printed on blue paper.

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Sue Smith was from a small town called Wilder, Vermont, when she decided to come to Lyndon 
Teachers College. 

"I always knew everyone in town and in school," said Smith. "I would not have done well in a big 
college. I was such a small town person who loved knowing everyone as I had while growing up 
in a small town." 

During high school Smith was a member of Future Teachers of America and worked with 
children teaching Sunday School. 

For Smith and her family, Lyndon was affordable and she already knew several students at the 
school. 

Smith shows how meaningful her college years were by pointing to a dedication written by 
classmate Virginia Lawrence Ray in the book marking Lyndon's first half century: "The 50th 
Anniversary Memory Book is dedicated to the Vail Mansion Building itself: Built in the 1800's by 
Theodore N, Vail for his own home, it drew our freshman class within its walls, sheltered us, 
lectured us with its history, and molded us into a family ourselves - the Class of 1959." 

After graduation Smith taught first and second grade in Barre, Vermont. She also taught in 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and subbed in New York and New Hampshire. 

When Smith was ready to work full-time it was difficult for her to find a job teaching. She started 
working for the State of New Hampshire as an employment counselor, a job she loved. Smith 
worked on seminars for the unemployed and trained New Hampshire Employment Security 
interviewees and counselors in presentation techniques. Smith spent close to 20 years in the 
field of adult education. 

Smith keeps in contact with her Lyndon classmates and tries to keep them updated on the 
college. "The class of '59 is known for their annual giving to Lyndon State College," Smith said. 
Smith's contact with LSC has been as Alumni Council President, Planned Giving Committee, 
Legacy Society and the Manor Vail Society. In 2010 Smith was honored with the Loyalty Award, 
which she cherishes.

Roger Cartee '65 used his Lyndon education degree to educate others. But it almost didn't turn 
out that way. 

The freshly minted Lyndon graduate couldn't find a job he wanted, so he signed up for physical 
therapy training in the Army. He was an hour away from taking the oath when his sister stopped 
him on a street in Newport and told him that Sacred Heart had offered him a job as a teacher. 

Cartee had graduated from high school there and he worked there for five years before taking a 
job at the Newport Daily Express. Here he met his wife and moved up the career ladder from 
sports editor to managing editor to publisher. 

All this time, Cartee was playing semi-pro basketball in Canada, a passion he pursued into his 
early 30s. He gave it up to raise and coach his two boys, who are now grown men of 38 and 35. 

Cartee left the newspaper world to get back into education at North Country Union High School 
in Newport, where he taught marketing and served as DECA advisor. 

"I always thought any legacy I might have would be with the young people I taught," said Cartee, 
adding that students he had 20 years ago still come back and visit him. 

After 31 years at North Country, Cartee retired at the end of the 2010/201 1 school year. 

He remembers Lyndon as "just like a family," with weekends spent in the old Vail Mansion 
watching movies in Bole Hall with its big, cozy fireplace. 

"What Lyndon proved to many of us was that you didn't have to go to a big name school to get a 
good education" said Cartee. "You could find it right in your own backyard with Lyndon within 
easy reach of many Vermonters."

Bob and Melinda Blanchard are excellent examples of what can happen when you follow your 
dreams. 

Launching eight businesses, among them "Blanchard & Blanchard," a specialty-foods line, the 
Blanchards have had a successful life after their time at Lyndon State College. 

They met in a psychology class where Bob was Melinda's "counselor," and the rest is history. 
They married their senior year and graduated in 1974. They raised their son, Jesse, in 
Vermont, but fell in love with their vacation spot of Anguilla in the Caribbean, where they now 
have a second residence. On Anguilla, they launched a restaurant that is still thriving.

Lyndon State College always hopes its graduates go on to do big things, but in this case, 'big 
things' is an understatement: Jim Cantore is one of the better-known meteorologists of our 
time. 

However, Cantore has not forgotten where he came from. For the past seven years, he has 
made it a point to come back to Lyndon and teach future meteorologists by sharing his 
experiences and giving them advice. 

"Students look forward to working with Jim and see this as a great motivator to stay focused in 
the difficult program," says atmospheric sciences Professor Jay Shafer. "He has a reputation 
for being a balanced critic and friendly mentor." 

Cantore graduated from Lyndon in 1986, and landed his first job at The Weather Channel that 
same year. 

Cantore said the most important thing that he learned at LSC was "Getting to and staying on 
top takes constant hard work and dedication." 

During his early years, he developed a viewer's favorite "Fall Foliage Forecast" and then he 
was a hit. He has since made a household name of himself with live coverage from major 
weather events such as Hurricane Katrina. When deadly tornadoes devastated Alabama this 
spring, Cantore was there. 

Today, he is a co-host of Storm Stories on the Weather Channel. He has the American 
Meteorological Association Seal of Approval and he is accredited by both the National Weather 
Association and the AMS. He is also an American Red Cross Celebrity Cabinet member. 



"I also think whenever our students see Jim at work they get a sense of Lyndon pride, knowing 
that Jim came from Lyndon," said Shafer. "Jim's enthusiasm and passion is infectious."

Seventy-five Lyndon State students worked on becoming better leaders at 
a day-long conference at the end of October. Coordinated by Johanna 
Trottier and Dan Haycook, the Leadership Conference featured workshops 
and a motivational speaker, Brent Scarpo. The goal was to exchange ideas 
on leadership, and teach skills such as team building and communication. 
Six students from Westfield State College in Massachusetts took part as 
well. 





LSC students looking for something to do during week 
can climb the walls - literally. The 2010-201 1 academic 
year saw the addition of a rock wall open to students, 
faculty and staff. The project, built in an old squash court, 
was headed up by Adventure Program Director Jamie 
Struck, and was funded by money from the SGA and 
college administration. Struck says the climbing venue 
gets 900 to 1 ,200 visits per semester. Climbing instructors 
can use it for their American Mountain Guides Association 
certification. Skills classes such as Rock 1 and Rock 2 
use it. And practically anybody can use it just for fun. 
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The spring 201 1 semester at Lyndon State College was marked by something unusual: 
student protests that began in the Alexander Twilight Theatre lobby and continued all the 
way to Montpelier. 

The initial sit-in in the theater lobby was held on March 15, with over 100 students 
participating. They gathered together with signs, t-shirts, and speeches professing 
support of faculty and staff they feared would be cut from the college in an attempt to 
avoid a large deficit for the following year. 

"I feel like we've done some really really fantastic work," said social sciences student 
Dan Haycook, one of the main organizers of the event. 

The students participating in the sit-in got a chance to brainstorm alternative ideas for 
cutting back the budget without losing faculty and staff, as well as speak with President 
Carol Moore, Dean of Institutional Advancement Bob Whittaker, and Dean of 
Administration Wayne Hamilton about their ideas and concerns. 

"I think it's a fine way for students to express their thoughts," President Carol Moore said 
of the sit-in. 

After the sit-in, Student Government Association President John Kleinhans organized a 
van trip to the state capitol, giving students a chance to speak with legislators about the 
growing budgetary problems for Vermont higher education. Over 50 students attended 
the discussions. 

"Money shouldn't be a problem for our education," LSC student Isaac Tanney told the 
legislators in attendance. 

"Every year, I get a pain in my stomach because tuition goes up and I have no one to 
sign on anything for me," Haycook said. "I fight so hard for my education, and for funding 
to be the issue for me to not be able to get that education is distressing." 

The legislators said the number of students coming to speak was impressive. 
"You just being here today is making a big impact," State Auditor Tom Salmon said. 
"It does make a substantial difference," said Representative Peter Peltz.
